A-BOMB VETO 


OVER U.S. IN WAR AND LATER

WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
—Britain held veto power over 
American use of the atomic bomb 
for several years during and after 
World War II, but lost it with 
the ending of the atomic partner- 
ship of the United States, Britain 
and Canada. 


In proposing to create a new 
partnership a few years ago, Pres- 
ident. Truman told congressional 
leaders in secrecy that he wanted 
to share all United States atomic 
weapon secrets with Britain 
and Canada. Republican leaders 
strongly objected. 


This information bearing on a 
major phase of American atomic 
policy development has _ been 
brought to light with the release 
of “The Private Papers of Senator 
Vandenberg,” a volume of per- 
sonal and official records from 
the files of the late Republican 
foreign affairs leader in the 
Senate. 

Scope of Vandenberg’s Book. 

The 599-page book, edited by 
the Senator’s son and long-time 
assistant, Arthur H. Vandenberg 
Jr., covers the whole range of 
American foreign policy from 
Pearl Harbor to the time of the 
Senator’s death a year ago,.- The 
perspective is that of a man who 
first went through a persona! 
revolution from “isolationism” to 
“internationalism” and then, be- 
ginning about the time of the San 
Francisco United Nations confer- 
ence, played a vital role in the 
shaping of many great decisions. 

(Excerpts from the book were 
printed recently in the Post-Dis- 
patch.) 

Although he was a Republican 
—or because he was a Republican 
devoted to bipartisan support of 
foreign policy—Vandenberg ad- 
vised the Truman administration 
on foreign affairs repeatedly and 
even shared in some of its secrets 
at election campaign time. 

The Vandenberg disclosures on 
atomic energy policy and pro- 
posals were checked by this re- 
porter with Administration of- 
ficials in position to know the 
facts and to have a viewpoint dif- 
ferent from that of the late Sen- 
ator. The inquiries showed that 


the information in the book was 


checked with responsible of- 


ficials prior to publication and 
therefore may be taken as sub- 
stantially the same as the facts 
shown by official records. 


Britisk Reaction Discounted. 
There was some speculation 
here that there might be reper- 
cussior.s in Britain from the dis- 
closure that London had and lost 
a voice in use of. the A-bomb. 
However, it was pointed out that 
the British have long since accus- 
tomed themselves to basic changes 
in British-American relationships 
which have occurred in this field 
since the war.

Vandenberg and Hickenlooper 
were therefore shocked to learn 
that while Congress had been 
working on the assumption that 
the President had final decision 
on the yse of atomic weapons, 
the United States was technically 
bound to consult the British be- 
fore making the decision. 

The two Republicans ‘brought 
considerable pressure on the ad- 
ministration to change this, the 
book shows, and in January, the 
veto agreement was finally 
ended in a new understanding 
among the three wartime part- 
ners which had the effect of 
placing ultimate decision on 
using the A-bomb with the Presi- 
dent.

TRUMAN DEMANDS WALK-IN FORECAST 
CONGRESS OFFERFOR EISENHOWER 


TS OWN SOLUTION 


NO STEEL CRISIS 


Letter Says Cutting Off 
Funds to Operate Mills 
Could Cause Shut- 
down, ‘Paralyze’ the 
Government. 


‘ 

WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
— President Truman challenged 
Congress today to come out with 
its own solution for the steel 
crisis if it wants to quarrel with 
his seizure of the industry and 
restrict funds for Government op- 
eration of the mills. 

In a letter to Vice President 
Barkley, he said that if financing 
of Government operation of the 
mills is crippled, it could result 
in a steel shutdown, a reduced 
flow of weapons to troops in 
Korea, and in “paralyzing the op- 
erations of the Government in an 
emergency.” 

Truman said the legislators 
could not meet their responsibili- 
ties in that fashion, and declared: 

“If the Congress decides to pass 
legislation indicating its belief as 
to what ought not to be done in 
the steel case, I think it is in- 
eumbent upon the Congress to in- 
dicate by legislation at the same 
time its views as to what should 
be done.” 

Debate Called Misleading. 

Truman contended that much 
of the Senate debate has been 
“of extreme and misleading char- 
acter.” 

He warned: 

“If the Communists stage an- 
other offensive in Korea this 
spring, the success or failure of 
that offensive may. well depend 
on whether or not we have kept 
our steel mills in operation. This 
is a consideration over and above 
the drastic effect a' steel shut- 
down would have on our total 
defense effort.” : 

Barkley had the letter read to 
the Senate when it resumed de- 
bate, after a weekend recess, on 
two Republican-sponsored amend- 
ments to an appropriation bill, 
which would forbid use of the 
funds for Government operation 
of the steel mills. 

Immediately, Senator Hayden 
(Dem.), Arizona, launched into an} 
argument that the amendments 
would accomplish nothing toward 
resolving the issue of whether the 
President has “inherent” powers 
of seizure and, if so, what their 
limits are. 

Matter for Supreme Court. 

The only way in which this 
question can be answered is by a 
ruling of the Supréme Court, 
Hayden said. He announced he 
would vote against ‘the amend- 
ments. 

Republican leader Bridges of 
New Hampshire asked how Hay- 
den’s contention that the amend- 
ments would be wholly ineffective 
jibed with Presidenf Truman’s 
contentions as to what a serious 
effect they would have. 

Hayden replied that there is no 
steel strike now, but he said there 
would be’ a strike if Congress is- 
sued a “mandate” against the use 
of Government funds for opera- 
tion of the seized steel industry. 

The debate has developed some: 
differences of opinion as to just 
how much practical effect there 
would be from the amendments. 
Adoption of either, however, 
would amount to aSenate rebuke 
to Truman for having seized the 
mills. 

The Republicans have been 
claiming considerable Democratic 
support for their amendments, 
and in ‘the midst of debste one 
southern Democrat; Senator Rob- 
ertson of Virginia, announced he 
would vote for them because, he 
said, he considered Truman's 
steel seizure 
tional. 

Impeachment Challenge. 

Senator Lehman (Dem.-Lib.), 
New York, shouted that those 
who feel Truman has “deliberate- 
ly flouted the Constitution” 
should begin impeachment pro- 
ceedings against him instead of 
using the money approach. 

“I challenge them to do it,” he 
said. “I doubt if the House will 
dare take that course.” 

Republicans sponsoring’ the 
move to cut off funds for Govern- 
ment operation of the steel indus- 
try have put forward two pro- 
posals: 

1. Forbid use of any federal 
funds provided by a pending 
bill for salaries of officials to 
run the steel mills under seiz- 
ure; introduced by Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan, 

2. Deny use of any federal 
funds, regardless of the source, 
to seize or operate any plants 
without specific consent from 
Congress. This tougher version 
was proposed by Senator Know- 
land (Rep.), California, a leader 
in the anti-seizure maneuvering. 
The proposed amendments 

would be tacked onto a $960,000,- 
000 bill to finance operations of 
most Government agencies until 
June 30. Among them is the 
Commerce Department, operating 
the seized steel mills under Tru* 
man’s orders. The bill is now be- 
fore the Senate.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Yucca 
Flat, Nevada, April 21—The twen- 
ty-seventh atomic explosion set 
off by the United States will take 
place tomorrow at this dry salt 
lake bed in Nevada.

Moving troops through an 
atomic blast area is not bravado, 
but just what would have to hap- 
pen if the bomb were used tacti- 
cally in war. It would be dropped 
on a troop concentration area in 
front of our lines and our men 
would have to move forward to 
clear the area of remaining enemy 
troops before more enemy troops 
could come forward from their 
rear. 

‘There is also the problem of 
learning to live in an atomic war. 
To what degree must men and 
equipment be dispersed for their 
own protection? How many of the 
efiemy in a well-entrenched area 
will be knocked out by the blast? 
The answers are being sought on 
what modifications of tactics are 
required to fight a war in which 
atom bombs are used. 

Based on experience to date, 
the Army is inclined to believe 
that the atom bomb, unless used 
in numbers so far not available, 
will not revolutionize ground war- 
fare. It will force a greater dis- 
persion, and every soldier, front 
and rear, will have to dive for a 
foxhole every time an enemy 
plane appears.

Fight to Save Air Base. 

-The dramatic fight was at Sher- 
man Air Force base on the Fort 
Leavenworth reservation, . where 
50 1600 airmen and soldiers 
la d to protect a multimillion- 
dollar installation. The air base 
stood today nine feet below the 
levél of the er. 

Officers at Sherman field were 
optimistic, despite the odds. 

“We're ahead of the river and 
we expect to stay that way,” they 
said. 

. Joseph’s 78,588 persons 
live, mostly, high on the bluffs. 
The damage here largely has been 
done to low-lying south St. Jo- 
seph and the bottoms across the 
river on the Kansas side. 
Downstream, at Atchison and 
Fort Leavenworth on the Kansas 
side of the river, many worried 
as the skies threatened to pour 
more water into the greatest ex- 
panse of flooded area ever to drive 
families to the hills in northwest 
Missouri and northeast Kansas. 

City of Leavenworth Safe. 
Dikes in the Atchison and Fort 
Leavenworth area had been built 
up. Many were holding, but others 
were in real danger. The city of 
Leavenworth, which lies below 
the fort, watched the flood from 
high bluffs, safe and dry. 

The level of the river at Lea- 
enworth was 26.1, one-tenth of a 
foot above the predicted crest. It 
continued to rise. 

The rain in the valley came in 
the form of showers rather than 
downpours. That was viewed as 
a lucky break. But the rains to 


follow now will fall on wet hills 
and high ground and drain quickly 
into the swollen river, rather tha 
soak into the ground. : 

Weather Bureau experts at Kan- 
sas City said a half inch of rain 
would raise predicted crests sub- 
stantially. More rain was in the 
forecast. 

The river rose three-tenths of a 
foot at St. Joseph during the 
morning to 25.8, still .6 under 
the predicted 26.4-foot crest. 

Mississippi Drops at Winona, 

Record Mississippi floodwaters 
sweeping past Winona, . . 
showed a slight drop. Dike ptarol- 
lers said that barring heavy rains 
pthe city of 25,000 would be s 
serious residential flooding.

SMITHSONIAN GETS 
TREATY CHOUTEAU 
AND INDIANS SIGNED 


A peace treaty with the Osage 
Indians, signed in 1815 by Au- 
guste Chouteau, one of St. Louis’s 
founders, is the most significant 
of a number of age-yellowed docu- 
ments recently given the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washington, 
D. C., it was announced today. 
The treaty, signed at Portage 
des Sioux in what is now St. 
Charles county, Mo., bears the 
signatures of the two other white 
commissioners, explorer William 
Clark and Ninian Edwards, gov-: 
ernor of the territory of Illinois. 
Indian signers included all the 
head chiefs of the “great and lit- 
tle Osages” and the head chief of 
the closely related Arkansas In- 
dians. The treaty, fairly well kept 
on both sides, was designed to end 
a protracted period of unfriendly 
relations with the Osage nation. 
Two copies were made, but it is 
not known whether the one re- 
tained by the American commis- 
sioners still exists. The Indians’ 
copy was presented to the Smith- 
sonian’s American Ethnology Bu- 
reau by Henry Lookout of Paw- 
huska, Okla., son of the late Fred 
Lookout, last principal chief of 
the tribe.

Webster-Barracks line—Discon- 
tinuance of sérvice on Sundays 
and adjustment of schedules to 
provide hourly service on Satur- 
days.

Midland and Breckenridge roads 
from 830 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily 
and after 7 p.m. 

St. George, Lakeshir@é and Fen- 
ton—Consolidation of service aft- 
er 7 p.m. into one route, starting 
at Gravois road and Hampton ave- 
nue and ending in Fenton. 

The company’s application for 
higher children’s fares includes 
a proposed 100 per cent increase 
for the first zone traveled. The 
new. schedule calls for a 10-cent 
fare for first and second zones; 5 
cents additional for the third and 
fourth; another 5 cents for the 
fifth and sixth, and a third extra 
5-cent charge for the seventh.

on the extreme southeast flank and four are Italian stationed in 


Italy. 
' The remaining 17 ae deployed 
in Germany prepared to defend 
the heart of Western Europe. 
' On the northern flank (Nor- 
_ fway and Denmark) there are still 
mo land formations of any con- 
sequence and the defense of this 
area remains chiefly dependent 
on naval strength and. sea-based 
air power. : : 
Obviously, the overriding cop- 


cern of Gen. Eisenhower is the 


creation of an adequate shield, 


against the Russian forces that 
directly threaten the ‘vital central 
pector. Western Germany is the 
keystone. Are the 17 divisions 
stationed there capable of absorb- 
ing the initial sHock of a massive 
Russian attack? Gen. Eisenhower 
gave the answer this month in his 
first annual report to the Stand- 
ing Group. He said: “There is 
no real security yet echieved in 
Europe; there is only a begin- 


ning.” 
| Gains in.a Year. 
Regarding the 17 divisions, Gen. 


Eisenhower touched on several@clear that things were 


important facts: 

The first of these is that the 
17 divisions stand today where 
only seven stood a year ago, that 
the 17 are deployed for combat 
and that they face 22. Soviet 
divisions in East Germany. 

The second is that the 17 are 
backed by only a thin line of re- 
serves, whereas the Russians can 
count upon.another 153 of their 
own and something like 60 drawn 
from their satellite states. 

The third is that while they 
represent a fighting foree that 
has had a good effect on morale 
in Western Europe they cannot 
as of now, in the words of Gen. 
Eisenhower, “offer prolonged re- 
sistance east of the Rhine bar- 

er.” 

“ Nevertheless a great stride has 
been made toward achieving equl- 
librium in this vital area. Count- 
ing bits and pieces, it is possible 
that the Western powers have 
‘about as many troops in Germany 
as the Russians have—about 300,- 
000—since the Russian divisions 
are somewhat smaller than our 
own. 

New Supply Lines. 

A year ago supply lines were 
dangerously exposed. Hamburg 
and Bremerhaven, chief supply 

for American and British 
troops, were out in front of most 


of the Allied forces. They would | 


have fallen swiftly. Instead of 
running rearward, the supply lines 
ran almost parallel to the front. 
Today ‘the routes are laid out 
across France and the Low Coun- 
tries. 


headquarters capable of handling 
the few Allied divisions and di- 
recting a fighting withdrawal. To- 
day there is an elaborate com- 
mand structure and enough com- 
bat units to prevent the Russians 
from swiftly overruning Western 
Europe with forces immediately 
available in East Germany. 

Today the Russians would have 
to stage a massive build-up before 
attacking. Presumably the build- 
up would be spotted by the Allied 
intelligence network. So there is 
reasonable confidence that; the 
West would have several weeks of 
warning before invasion. 

Could Only Delay Reds. 

Not yet strong enough to insure 
Western Europe against Soviet 
occupation, the Eisenhower forces 
at least have the capability of 
fighting a series of strong delay- 
ing actions. 

The time they hought might 
give the West a chance to mobil- 
ize. Unfortunately there is little 
strategic depth—from the Elbe to 
the Atlantic is not much farther 
than from New York to Chicago. 
Consequently the fate of Western 
Europe would be determined 
largely by the conduct of the cov- 
ering force as it met the initial 
onset. ‘ }: 

Creation of a covering force 
has been the chief tangible re- 
sult so far of the North Atlantic 
Pact. But the enormous cost of 
the joint effort, the unwillingness 
of member goverriments to reveal 
unpalatable facts and the grim 
fact that Western Europe is still 
not defensible have combined to 
obscure some of the solid achieve- 
‘ments of the alliance. 

,. The original machinery of the 
\North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
ition .was improvised from the 
hazy language of the past which 
provided for a council that would 
establish “such subsidiary bodies 
as may be necessary.” It was es- 


sentially a planning group with 


no delegated authority to mobil- 
ize the collective might of. the 
Allies. It had to move deliberate- 
ly. In none of the 12 countries was 
public opinion prepared for the 
sacrifices demanded by speedy 


Tearmament. : 


~NATO’s supreme organ, the 
North Atlantic Council, consisted 
originally of the 12 foreign min- 
isters, with the defense and fi- 
nance ministers sitting subordi- 
nate committees. - . 
Reorganized Council. 

In May 1950, the council was 
reorganized. Still geared to meet 
only three or four times a year, 
| #t established a board of deputies 


A year ago there was no higher

as a permanent working body 
with headquarters in London. 
The idea was that the deputies 
would make decisions and co-ordi- 
nate Allied activity during the 
long intervals between meetings 
of the ministers. But most of the 
countries faifed to give their rep- 
resentatives real power and with 
few exceptions the new deputies 
were civil servants without direct 
access to heads of government. 


Similarly, the council created a 
Defense Production Board to en- 
courage maximum production of 
military equipment and a Finan- 
cial and Economic Board charged 
with recommending the best pos- 
sible employment of wealth. But 
neither agency had much luck 
telling national governments how 
to plan their rearmament pro- 
grams. 

The Allied governments were 
willing enough to assign their sol- 
diers to an Allied commander. But 
they were firm in rejecting any 
notion of a supra-national author- 
ity or “an economic Eisenhower.” 


Strained Economies. 
By last summer it was painfully. 
going 
badly. The economy of most coun 
tries was strained severely by in- 
flation, dollar deficits and_ the 

eze on raw materials that fol- 
lowed the outbreak of war in Ko- 
rea. 
The NATO civilian machine 
was not working. Finance min 
ters were protesting they could 
not scrape up the money to meet 
military requirements. 
The result was action on three 
fronts—action only just under- 
taken but action designed to in- 
crease the effectiveness of the 
alliance and give it the degree of 
security it can afford. 
First, the Allied powers pre- 
pared a common rearmament pro- 


priorities and mutual aid, is de- 
signed.to give Gen. Eisenhower or 
his successor 50 divisions in West- 
ern Europe, not counting Greek 
and Turkish divisions, and 4000 
operational aircraft. Thee50 divi- 
sions are supposed to be “in ap- 
propriate conditions of combat 
readiness.” However, little more 
than half of these units will be 
active; the others will be reserve 
outfits capable of mobilization 
within 30 days. 
Costs Shared. 

Second: the member nations fi- 
nally agreed on sharing the bill 
for Western European airfields, 
communications, air-raid warning 
network and headquarters instal- 
lations to be constructed this year 
for the Eisenhower forces. They 
also gave Gen. Eisenhower's head- 
quarters more control over logis- 
tics. 

Finally, NATO reorganized itself 
again. It eliminated the deputies 
and replaced them with perma- 
nent representatives who them- 
selves will constitute the North 
Atlantic Council. These represen- 
tatives will have more powers than 
the deputies were supposed to 
have had, and they will meet con- 
| tinuously in Paris, close to Gen. 
Eisenhower's headquarters. An 
international staff has been 
created to absorb the ineffective 
Defense Production Board and Fi- 
nancial and Economic Board which 
are going out of business. 

Whether these measures suc- 
ceed will depend on a number of 


'|factors—the ability of the mem- 


ber nations to carry an increas- 
ing defense load without a disas- 
trous decline in living standards, 
their willingness to surrender a 
greater degree of their national 
sovereignty to the NATO organ- 
ization, their ability to restrain 
minority groups who might yield 
to.new peace offensives from Mos- 
} cow, and finally, on the continued 
willingness of the United States 
to give NATO its full support.

By far the biggest potential 
ally of the draft-Stevenson forces 
is the Republican party. If it 
nominates Taft, they have an ex- 
cellent chance of persuading the 
Governor to run.

Gen, Eisenhower, a firm fighter 
for an internationalist foreign 
policy and a man in whom Gov. 
Stevenson reposes confidence and 
friendship, Democrats are almost 
surely stuck with a last-minute 
Donnybrook Fair at their own 
conventions, two weeks later. 

No One Can Foresee Outcome. 

Its outcome no one can foresee. 
If that outcome should be a draft 
of President Truman, no one is 
going to be too terribly sur- 
prised, however. 

Thus the strange picture exists 
of each party having more real 
influence on the choice of a nom- 

inee by the other than on their 
own. Republicans must realize 
that. the Democrats, in holding 
their convention later, are free 
to improvise. And ironically, for 
all their bold talk, Republicans 
are afraid of a. Harry Truman 
campaigning against Bob Taft. 
Democrats, on the other hand, 
are scared of Gen. Eisenhower 
and wish he belonged to them. 
If he is not nominated by Repub- 


licans, there are certain to be

Democrat. It is hard to see how 
‘he could accede, but very odd 
things happen sometimes in poli- 
tics, and any politician worth his 
salt can swallow all the words in 
Webster’s dictionary while his 
soup is cooling. 

President Truman and Gov. 
Stevenson have signified that 
they have no taste for an Eisen- 
hower contest. The President 
spoke up. only after the New 
Hampshire primary. Stevenson’s 
final rejection did not take place 
until after New Jersey counted its 
flood of Eisenhower ballots. 

A significant paragraph in 
Gov. Stevenson’s speech at the 
New York preview of the can- 

didates last week was not lost 
on the careful listener. It read: 

“Our goal is peace ... and 
every time ... a great nation 
has accepted the full respon- 
sibility of its power and its 
peril; has accepted the lead- 
ership from which there is no 
escape... but we must look 
forward and not back. Rather we 
lose this election than mislead 
the people by representing as 
simple what is infinitely com- 
plex or by representing as safe 
what is infinitely precarious. 
For there are no painless so- 
lutions to war, inflation, Com- 
munism, imperialism, hunger, 
fear, intolerance and all the 
hard stubborn problems that 
beset us.” 

Stevenson. went on to praise 
Harriman, one of the principal 
foreign-policy officers of the Ad- 
ministration, but he could have 
easily said precisely the same 
compliments about his old friend 
and associate, Gen. Eisenhower. 
There is not much room to doubt 
that he wishes he could say them, 
but to a Democratic rally. 

The Stevenson boom is not all 
mere selfishness on the part of 
politicians who need a winner. As 
the candidates made their New 
York bows, one by one, to an 
audience which has largely nur- 
tured some of this generation's 
foremost public servants—Smith, 
Roosevelt, La Guardia, Lehman— 
it was Stevenson all the way. 
Part of it was the man himself. 
In the Biblical phrase, he spoke 
as one having authority and the 
people heard him gladly. No 
quality is more valuable in seek- 
ing office.

IRAN RENEWS CLAIM 
TO OIL-RICH ISLANDS 
IN PERSIAN GULF 


TEHRAN, April 21 (AP)—lIran 
today renewed claims to oil-rich 
Bahrein and other Persian gulf 
islands and accused the British 
of “illegal interference” in this 
area. 

In a note handed to the British 
embassy, Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh’s government said the 
British are sending a legal ad- 
viser to Bahrein to study the 
status of Persian gulf sheikdoms 
and declared: 

“The Iranian Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs is greatly surprised 
. « « the British Government in- 
terferes in affairs of islands be- 
longing to Iran and sends an of- 
ficial envoy for unknown pur- 
poses to those islands.” 

The Bahrein islands lie 
miles off Saudi Arabia, across 
the Persian gulf from Iran. Their 
oil is exported by the Bahrein 
Petroleum Co., a British corpora- 
tion owned jointly by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of California and the 
Texas Co. Royalties are paid to 
the ruling native sheik. 

The Iranian claim to the islands 
stems from their capture in 1602 
by Arab subjects of Persia 
(Iran). Their. descendants were 
driven out in 1783 by other Arabs, 
who still hold possession.

Holding Water on the Land 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


* For many years the nation has been 
told by land experts, biologists, for- 
esters, conservationists and others that 
our efforts to prevent floods smack of 
the cart-before-the-horse approach. We 
Jhave appropriated billions of dollars in 
the Missouri Valley for the construc- 
tion of gigantic dams and reservoirs 
which will impound water—after it 
runs off the land. 

What we need are measures to keep 
the water on the land so that it will not 
run off in fearful volume and destroy 
our property. But in this direction we 
have done very little, despite the glow- 
ing reports of federal conservation 
agencies. 7 

There is a plan, however, for revers- 

ing the approach to the valley’s mani- 
fold land-and-water problems. It was 
submitted to Congress a few years ago 
by the Department of Agriculture and 
calls for a vast repair job on the mu- 
tilated watersheds. 
. So far, Congress has seen fit to ignore 
the plan, even while appropriating more 
billions for the Pick-Sloan scheme. Even 
when last year it became starkly appar- 
ent that the Pick-Sloan projects would 
not by themselves solve the flood prob- 
lem, Congress failed to take action on 
the Department of Agriculture’s pro- 
posal. 

Time is running out, and action must 
be taken fast. We cannot afford to let 
our precious soil—by the millions of 
tons—wash off the fertile bottomlands 
every year in floodtime. This repre- 
sents a loss not only of property built 
by man (farm improvements, urban 
property, etc.) but resources given us 
by nature. 

Man’s property can be replaced. Nat- 
ural resources that go down the drain 
cannot. The examples of ancient mighty 

ples who neglected their resource 
ase should be ever before us—Mesopo- 
tamia, Greece, China. Fantastic as it 
may seem, it is possible that within a 
few generations the American land in 
large part will be as devastated as all 
these countries are now. 

A mechanical civilization takes a ter- 
rible toll of natural resources, and all 
our ingenuity in building great engi- 
neering ‘works on the land may be un- 
availing ‘if we continue to ignore first 
things—the land and watersheds.

Two Public Servants 


It is worth having a look back into last week 
at two high public officials who spoke at the 


annual meeting of the American Society of 


Newspaper Editors in Washington. These offi- 
cials are Secretary of State Dean Acheson and 
Secretary of Defense Robert A. Lovett. 

Each spoke without fireworks of any kind. 
Each dealt earnestly and solidly with the great 
trust which is in his hands. 

Secretary Lovett reported on the tremendous 
task of creating a worldwide defense force; along 
with the prosecution of the war in Korea, all 
within the framework of an economy and way of 
life which still remains to a large extent on a 
peacetime basis. 


: Secretary Acheson presented the cémpanion 


efforts in the field of diplomacy and interna- 
tional relations. Reviewing previous appearances 
before the editors of the country, he sketched 
‘the post-war years from the time six vears ago 


when the hope was for international control of . 


atomic energy as a means to world peace. 

Mr. Lovett presented some figures that were 
being made public for the first time. He showed 
how mobilization of manpower and demobiliza- 
tion are going on at the same time -at a pace 
never before known. Thus, in March, 79,000 per- 
sonnel went into the armed forces and 84,000 
went out. By next June the turnover will ap- 
proximate a million men and women. Since the 
outbreak of the Korean war, a military service 
personnel of less than 1,500,000 has been built 
up to more than 3,500,000 and the increase in 
effectiveness has grown much faster. 

The toll taken by inflation and higher costs 
was underscored when Mr. Lovett said that the 
air frame of a World War II fighter plane cost 
$26,741, while the present cost of a fighter air 
frame is $179,309. One achievement which 
happily runs counter to the rule of rising costs 
is the reclamation of vast amounts of materiel 
from the Pacific islands. Through “rebuild” 
plants a 2%4-ton truck, which would cost $7000 
as a new purchase, is returned to duty for 
$1000 repair charge. About 65 per cent of all 
transport vehicles in Korea, so Mr. Lovett re-, 
lated, have been so processed. 

Mr. Acheson’s report was the same kind of 
direct, frank statement of the problem, the diffi- 
culties, the achievements and the course ahead. 
‘He said again that the United States and its 
allies are willing and eager to resolve any or all 
major frictions in the world by negotiation. 

The only condition is that there shall be an 
honest and reasonable basis for such negotia- 
tion. Although there will be no step backward, 
and the Allied position will stay firm, “we must 
never,” in+the words of Secretary Acheson, 
“close the door to agreement or discussion.” 

It was notable that both Secretary Lovett and 
Secretary Acheson were warmly received. For 
the editors have been sharply critical of the 
Truman Administration and in the past this atti- 
tude has led them.to give men like Dean Ache- 
son much less than has been due. 

Here are two outstanding citizen officials and 
it is to their credit that they have stayed steadily 
on the course and performed great patriotic 
services while the fixers and influence peddlers 
in the Justice and Treasury departments have 
betrayed other important responsibilities. 

A country which is ashamed of the McGraths, 
Caudles, Oliphants and their kind can be proud 
of Robert Lovett and Dean Acheson.

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The Two Worst Mistakes 


Do drivers ever learn? Do pedestrians? If they 
did, would they keep on getting themselves 
killed and maimed, year after year, from the 
same mistake? An analysis of 1951’s traffic acci- 
dents, brought out.in an excellent little pamphlet 
by the Travelers Insurance Companies, prompts 
these questionings. For 1951 saw a record num- 
ber of Americans killed and injured in automo- 
bile accidents—mainly from the same old causes. 

The total was nearly two million. Thirty-seven 
thousand, one hundred were killed—1600 more 
than the year before. The injured numbered 
1,962,600, which was 160,000 more than in 1950. 
And once again exceeding the speed limit was 
the most frequently fatal and injurious mistake 
of drivers, crossing between intersections the 
_Similar mistake of pedestrians. 

Speeding accounted for almost half of all the 
:accidents caused by drivers in both 1951 and 
1950. The next most costly mistake of drivers 
was driving on the wrong side of the road, which 
ranged between 17 and 18 per cent each year. 

What an amazing fact—that no other idiocy at 


the wheel except driving on the wrong side of 


the road comes anywhere near costing as many 
lives and limbs as speeding! It should provide 
food for thought for speeders who pride them- 
selves that they know enough to stay on the 
right side of the road. Jaywalking brought 
about almost 40 per cent of the fatal and in- 
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jurious accidents to pedestrians both’ years— 
more than twice the percentage from any other 
cause.

Never- 
theless the mere existence of the freeholders 
would put city and county on the plane of action 
rather than that of merely indignant discussion. 


Selection of the freeholders need not end the — 


activity of such quasi-official groups as the cit~ 
and county transit committees. All citizens with 
a vital interest in mass transportation would 
still be free to make recommendations. The 
more possibilities that are studied and evaluated, 
the better, 

Recommendations, however, must be made 
purposeful. St. Louis and St. Louis county need 
more than just another round of talk. The pat- 
tern of Public Service Co. policy is clear. The 
community must now come up with its own pat- 


tern for efficient, economical public transporta- 


tion. The very arteries of the community must 
be kept from hardening. 
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London Times and U.S. Voters 

Like many a thinking American, the London 
Times is worrying about the kind of a Congress 
which might be elected in the event that Gen.

The Times implies that the general “would 
make a magificent President,” but it is alarmed 
over the Republicans who, under the seniority 
rule, would gain important congressional com- 
mittee chairmanships.

It gives the voters of 
each party a chance to nominate acceptable 
candidates. If, nevertheless, one party or the 


other comes up with an unacceptable candidate, .

day. It’s up to them. 
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Easier Credit in Sight 

One of the strongest signs yet of the relaxation 
of inflationary pressure is the reported plan of 
the Federal Reserve Board to take the lid off 
installment buying. The board apparently does 
not intend to change the regulations until Con- 
gress has renewed the Defense Production Act, 
but the very fact that it can consider the change 
is eloquent testimony of the strange period the 


‘economy has entered. 


It is a strange period because a large and 
growing volume of military spending appears to 
be straining the economy less than everybody 
expected it would. A few months ago the auto- 
mobile industry was bitterly complaining of ex- 
pected cutbacks due to lack of materials. Now 
it not only seems to have the materials for a 
large volume of production but even requires 
easier credit terms in order to sell that output 
handily. 

There is always a chance that the situation may 
change suddenly and that a new spurt of infla- 
tion will set in. That is why the Federal Re- 
serve Board justifiably insists that Congress 
should renew its credit limitation authority for 
use if need be. But what seems to be happening 
just now is that the amazing productive power 
of the nation has successfully absorbed a huge 
military program without seriously cutting into 
civilian production. 

In the long run, this feat may present a prob- 
lem. 
many non-consumable military goods with its left 
hand, and still satisfy consumer wants with its 
right, what is going to happen if and when 
such a high level of military output is no longer 
needed?

It took General Fulgencio Batista and 
a group of Army captains and lieutenants 
just 77 minutes to seize power in Cuba, 
suppress all constitutional guarantees, shut 
down the national legislature, and inter- 
rupt a process of democratic evolution 
which had begun 19 years ago and con- 
tinued somewhat fitfully and painfully. 

In June, Cuba’s 3,000,000 voters were 
to elect a new President. Roberto Agra- 
monte of the Popular party had every 
prospect of victory at the polls. 

Batista, supported by the Communists 
(who call themselves the Popular Socialist 
party), had none whatever. After the coup, 
in towns where the military had not 
gained control of the 
streets the General's 
election headquarters 
were stormed by out- 
raged crowds. 

The government of 
Dr. Carlos Prio Soc- 
arras, installed in 
1948, was distin- 
guished by two con- 
tradictory traits: On 
the one hand, there 
was a visible growth 
of bureaucracy and 
shady dealings; on 
the other hand, the 
regime was genuine- 
ly creative. 

For the first time 
in Latin American history, it established 
an audit office, and farmers’ and workers’ 
loan banks. It also enacted effective legis- 
lation to protect the rights of workers. 

The Confederation of Cuban Workers, 

after eliminating Lazaro Pena and his 
Communist henchmen, enjoyed consider- 
able influence, which it exercised with 
remarkable discretion under the leader- 
ship of Senator Eusebio Mujal. 
_ The fact that Mujal is today the object 
of a manhunt by Batista’s forces, and that 
Venezuelan ex-President Romulo Betan- 
court and the exiled Dominican syndicalist 
leader Juan Bosch have sought asylum at 
foreign embassies, indicates the nature of 
Batista’s coup. 

In 1933, when Dictator Gerardo Ma- 
chado was driven from power by the Army 
and the people, Batista was a sergeant. A 
month later, at the head of a group of 
his military comrades, he succeeded in 
ousting the provisional president, Carlos 
Manuel de Cespedes. 

He remained‘in the shadows, attempting

to impose his will on the Presidents who 
followed (Ramon Grau San Martin, Carlos 
Mendieta and Mariano Miguel Gomez), 
but without success. 7 

In December 1935, Batista staged a new 
coup d'etat, and Federico Laredo Bru be- 
came President under his “protection.” 

Finally, in 1940, the former sergeant— 
promoted to colonel—had himself elected 
president. |

institutional structure and demagodgic 
from a social point of view. 


came of it. 

In 1944, when Latin America was under- 
going a process of democratization under 
the heat of Allied war victories, Batista 
democratized his regime, called elections 
and relinquished the presidency tp the 
victor, Dr. Grau San Martin. 

The latter was succeeded in 1948 by Prio 
Socarras, and it was under Prio’s extreme- 
ly liberal rule that Batista returned to 
Cuba and resumed his political activity. 

However, the people remembered his 
policies, his acts of persecution and his 
barely disguised fascism. Batista realized 
that he had no chance of reaching the 
presidency by democratic means. 

What are the forces which he repre- 
sents? Batista is, in a way, a pre-Peron 
Peronista. His formerly humble military 
status has given him both boldness and a 
feeling of inferiority. 

He cannot be considered a defender of 
the ingenio (sugar plantation) owners or 
of the industrialists. 

Exactly like Peron, he represents a caste 
—that of the officers—and a sub-class— 
that of the peons, the Negroes of the plan- 
tations and the city slums, who provide 
his “popular” strength. (Batista himself 
is a mulatto.) 

It remains to be seen whether Batista 
will follow the example of President Var- 
gas of Brazil, who, after allying himself 
with Peron before the elections, became 
pro-American afterward; or whether he 
will turn toward the General of Buenos 
Aires. 

In any case, Cuba’s democratic evolu- 
tion will be retarded, political persecution 
will begin again, and a :demagogic re- 
gime—both protege and protector of the 
Communists—will be added to the long 
list of military governments which have 
emerged in Latin America since 1947, 
the date of Peron’s first victory.

China Lobby

Senators McMahon and Morse, who six 
months ago sought to start an investiga- 
tion of the China lobby, will read with 
interest the journalistic investigation which 
The Reporter magazine has done for them. 
It bears out the general lines of what had 
been thought about this tentacular Sino- 
American lobby — as a brooding and 
noxious influence over the Capital since 
the Communists drove Chiang’ Kai-shek 
into his Formosan exile. Not only have 
the lobbyists succeeded in smearing and 
ruining patriotic men, they have paralyzed 
the Far Eastern direction of the State De- 
partment. 

One of the parrot cries which the lobby- 
ists have peddled to many unthinking 
Americans is that the United States sold 
Chiang Kai-shek down the river, though 
nobody sold Chiang down the river except 
Chiang himself. Likewise they say that the 
United States lost China, though nobody 
lost China except China. They are stories 
told by a lobby which is in part venal, in 
part. sincere and sympathetic and senti- 
mental. They can be believed only by peo- 
ple who. don’t pause to think. ' 

This may be said in full recognition of 
the fact that the fall of China to the 
Communists is a tragedy, and a tragedy 
for our side in the cold war we are waging 
with the Soviet Union. The way to com- 
pound the evil, however, is to let our- 
selves get lost in the Chinese morass—to 
let Chiang be the Pied Piper leading the 
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youth of the United States to war in China. 
The China lobby approach to the China 
problem is fundamentally and dangerously 
unsound. It is that Communist China is 
merely an extension of Soviet Russia. The 
contrary is this newspaper’s conviction. As 
even Gen. MacArthur said, during the 
MacArthur hearings, “the degree of con- 
trol and influence that the Kremlin may 
have in China is quite problematical.” 

It should be our goal—the part of wis- 
dom—to work at undermining Soviet con- 
trol and influence. Such an object sprang 
to the eyes of Gen. Ridgway as soon as 
he took over the Far East command. There 
has been nothing more alien to the best in- 
terests of the United States since the 
machinations of the Citizen Genet a cen- 
tury and a half ago than the China lobby.

Between Book Ends 


Same Old Beverly Nichols 


ALL | COULD NEVER BE, by Beverly Nichols. (E. P. 
Dutton & Co., 348 pgs., #4.) : 

The Laborite Government in England © 
did not have time during its short and 
busy career to. abolish writing of memoirs. 
Winston Churchill, who is interminably 
writing his own, is not likely to outlaw 
the vicious neo-Victorian practice, either— 
and anyway, it’s too late now. I have al- 
ready been exposed to Beverly Nichols’ 
floundering and fury and it will take a 
heap of Heptamerons 
to get that taste out 
of my brain. 

This may seem a 
harsh judgment, but 
it follows a discus- 
sion about the au- 
thor with some of 
his countrymen, as 
well as a perusal of 
the book, and it is 
based on a contrast 
of Nichols’ woe 
with a literary ideal 
and not merelywwita 
the output of other 
society reporters. In 
his own field, Mr. 
Nichols has been a sensational success 
almost from his start in his early twenties 
with the London Sunday Dispatch. Today, 
however, as old as the century, he shows 
no growth. These memoirs are hardly more 
mature than “Twenty-Five,” an earlier 
success. 

Taking up where “Twenty-Five” left off, 
Nichols reports clever sayings by Noel 
Coward and Tallulah Bankhead, pays 
tribute to Osbert Sitwell and Cecil Beaton, 
relates such trivia as awakening one morn- 
ing in a Riviera chateau and finding three 
poodles in bed with him; he embarrasses 
the reader with such spiritual hegiras as 
passing out on hearing the voice of a de- 
ceased friend at a seance, or suddenly get- 
ting a nervous breakdown in the midst of 
a Buchmanite meeting. 

Because of all this, all that Mr. Nichols 
could never be is a writer who would in- 
terest me. Yet such as he are necessary, 
maybe: first, to get simple ideas across to 
large numbers of people who can just 
barely read; and second, to serve as hide- 
ous examples and make us treasure more 
gifted scriveners. 

Nichols, if you'll remember, wrote “Cry 
Havoc,” an expose of the international 
arms racket, and “The Star Spangled 
Manner,” an expose of the United States. 
He was also connected with “Horizon” and 
“New Writing,” a couple of English qual- 
ity rags that folded not so long ago for 
lack of folding dough. 


England is our cultural mother, as 
Greece was Rome’s. When a British author 
rates an American edition, we read -him 
with great expectations. It is all the more 
regrettable, then, that the memoirs under 
consideration should use up American 
paper stocks’ while many a masterpiece is 
born to blush unseen and waste its tart- 
ness in the London fog without benefit of 
American circulation. But I’m getting just 
like Bev: using a bevy of words where 
one would do. WILL WHARTON.

ORIENTAL LOVE POEMS, by Frances Stiliman. (Thomas 

Y. Crowell, $5.) 

It is one of the ironies of history that 
Eastern cultures, which in the distant past 
produced literatures of a high order, yield 
little but ashen fruit today. The old Arab 
poets, of whom Omar was but one, are 
good examples. In this volume, Miss Still- 
man has had the entirely commendable 
idea of rendering some of the old oriental 
classics into English verse, and it is sur- 
prising how much she has found in them 
to communicate to the modern reader. 
Thus, for example, readers who always 
puzzle over Japanese prize-winning poems, 
seeking in vain for beauty that doesn’t 
seem to be there, might try reading Miss 
Stillman’s version of a lyric written by a 
Japanese empress 800 years ago:

This company, headed by Tod 
Andrews, has been taking “Mis- 
ter Roberts” to the odd corners 
of the road, the little places 
which seldom see a_ big-time 
show, for more than a year.

“Sharethe Wealth” ProgramIs 
Advocated by Football Chairman 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 21 (UP)—A program under which 
all football playing colleges would “share the wealth” from tele- 
vision receipts was advanced today by Robert A. Hall of Yale, chair- 
man of the television committee of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association. | 
- “If: the colleges do not now 
establish a principle of sharing 
the receipts of televised football, 
a financial premium will be cre- 


ated that will kill amateur foot- 
ball,” said Hall in a radio talk. 

Hall, who also is chairman of 
Yale’s athletic board of control, 
predicted that within two or three 
years the total annual proceeds 
from televised football would 
amount to. more than $10,000,000 
as the result of a pay-as-you-see 
plan.. Under a pay-as-you-see pro- 
gram, it would cost a TV set 
owner about $1 to watch a foot- 
ball game. 

Hall explained that for, the 
“coming 1952 season, sponsors will 
pay a right fee to the colleges 
whose game is being televised, 
and that this will be the source 
of current television receipts rath- 
er than pay-as-you-see. 

“This fee should run to about 
$1,000,000 a season,” said Hall. 
“Our committee proposes that 
there be a token distribution of 
these proceeds to’ all football 
playing N.C.A.A. members.” 

Hall said that the results of a 
survey conducted by the national 
opinion research council of nog 
University of Chicago left little 


doubt that television has cut’ sub- 
stantially into football gate _re- 
ceipts. He said the survey, which 
cost $50,000, showed adverse tele- 
vision effects in the attendance 
trends of all typés of colleges and 
for all types of games. 

“Large, medium and small col- 
leges all reported very . much 
lower attendance figures when 
they were exposed to TV compe- 
tition,” he said. “Games played 
outside the range of TV consist- 
ently outdrew those played in the 
face of television competition.” 

Hall said the survey indicated. 
the need for some protection of 
college football, pointing out that 
in most cases football supports a 
college’s entire athletic program.

“Being badly nourished is often 
the reason for complaints that 
drag an older person down, such 
as a chronic tired feeling, a 
gloomy outlook on life, anxiety 
over small things, loss of sleep 
and yes—even too much weight,” 


says a new bulletin, “Food Guide . 
.” which has just _. 


for Older Fo | 
been released by the Bureau of 
Human Nutrition and Home Eco- 
nomics of the United States De- 
culture. 

The booklet offers one practical 
answer to the question of how to 
help make the added years of life 
healthy, happy ones. Statistics 
show that 18 years have been 
added to the life span within the 
past century and the number of 
people over 65 has increased 55 
per cent between 1940 and 1950. 


“But many men and women 
who have had 60 birthdays, or 
70, or moze aren’t as healthy and 
happy as they might be if they 
would make a strong ally of food, 
letting it help in every possible 
way,” the bulletin points out. 

So important has the study of 
senescence become that some col- 
leges now offer courses in old-age 
problems, and many research pro- 
grams on nutrition of the aged 
have been under way throughout 
the country. But before this 
knowledge can be of much prac- 
tical -value it must be put into 
the hands of older folks in an 
understandable manner. No scien- 
tific treatise, the Guide offers 
such advice in usable form. 

“Since food has so much work 
to do all life long, you can never 
‘retire’ from responsibility for 
eating the kinds and amounts of 
food you need. Beware of food 
fads and so-called wonder diets. 
They over-emphasize some foods 
and ignore others that are im- 
portant. Don’t handicap yourself 
with a narrow diet for fear some 
wholesome food will cause acid 
mouth, sour stomach or nausea. 
Such complaints often are signs 
that better food habits are needed 
-—food more varied, not less,” it 
warns, and goes on to outline 
safeguards for a sensible diet. 

To simplify menu-planning, a 
daily food guide makes it easy to 
seleet the right kinds of food, 
whether eating at home or out. 

Two food plans are offered to

guides or as check lists to be 
sure that the types and quanti- 
ties of foods now being eaten are 
adequate.

It “Jars” on Me and Leaving the 
Door “Ajar.” 


OU speak of a jar of preserves, 
Y ot something that jars on our 

ears, and of leaving the door 
ajar. These are three different 
words. 


The “jar” of earthenware or 
glass, which is a deep broad- 
mouthed vessel, and which may 
be either utilitarian or decora- 
tive, is the end product of the 
Arab word for the same object 
(originally probably a water ewer 
or pitcher), namely “jarrah.” 


The thing that “jars” your ears 
is another matter. When Shake- 
speare wrote, “When such strings 
jar, what hope of harmony?”, he 
had in mind the jarring sound 
which in Old English would have 
been spelled “charken,” the word 
meaning to creak. This derived 
from the Anglo-Saxon “cearcian,” 
out of roots meaning to prate, to 
chatter, to croak. Out of this jar- 
ring of inharmonious sound came 
the extension to the clashing of 
views, to opposition or disagree- 
ment. How far back it goes is 
exemplified in these lines by 
John Milton: 

“For orders and degrees 

Jar not with liberty, but well 

consist.” 

When you leave a door “ajar,” 
you leave it “on the turn,”,for 
that is the meaning of the Old 
English “on char,” the form in 
which it started. The derivation 
here is from a Teutonic root 
meaning to turn, which in the 
Anglo-Saxon took the form of 
“cerr,” From this, “on char’ and 
ajar.

It is unlikely that an expert 
declarer would find himself in this 
position, because he would have 
discarded a diamond on East’s 
first heart return, establishing 
the heart jack fortanother dis- 
card anad simultaneously preserv- 
ing his own trumps. That would 
be the easiest and safest method 
of play, providing against a bad 
trump break. But if the expert 
did reach this end position, he 
would undoubtedly “wriggle out” 
—something which ‘the actual 
South did not do. South tried to 
cash two diamond tricks at this 
point, but West ruffed and re- 
turned the spade jack—and South 
was left with a losing club. ,. 

This end position is trickier 
than it may look. The only way 
for South to win out is to cash 
the two good clubs and the dia- 
mond jack, then to lead his low 
club. Now West is fixed. If he 
discards the heart king, dymmy 
ruffs; if West ruffs first, he must 
give declarer the last two tricks.

dren,” she describes the Balinese 
method of giving names to peo- 
ple, ‘It is customary to precede 
the given name with the gece 
letter I. a a woman might be 
mamed I Wadi. She keeps this 
Mame till she marries and has 
children. Then her name changes. 
She takes the name of her oldest 
born child, preceded by the word 
Mem (meaning mother). Thus I 
Wadi would become Mem Diasih 
or in other words, Mother of 
Diasih. The same holds for fa- 
ther who loses his original name 
and becomes Nang Diasih, father 
of Diasih. 

This may seem rather peculiar 
to us. Imagine having no name 
beyond being known as _ the 
mother or ype of someone. 

IT MAY SEEM PECULIAR— 
but stop and think how man 
us lose our identity as ind vide 
uals after our children are born. 
It is quite common, in many 
American homes, for the man to 
address his wife as “Mother,” or 
“Mummy,” imitating the chil- 
dren’s name for her; and for the 
woman to address her husband 
as “Father,” or “Dad.” 

This is probably not a danger- 
ous or devastating custom, so 
long as—in spite of what you are 
called—you continue to remain 
an individual in your own right, 
aside from the fact that you are 
a mother or father. ut how 
many do not even do that?
